No. 2. 

To the Members of the 

General Assembly of Kentucky: 
Gentlemen: In my first communication, on the 
subject indicated by the above heading, I toot: 
the privilege of calling vour attention to the fact, 
that though dUr Common School System had n v- 
ceived from its friends, talented and unwearying? 
much and efficient aid, yet in some of its minor 
features it could and ought to be improved. Bv 
way of introduction, T hinted at some of those 
particulars wherein improvement might he madfo, 
and wliieb I shall now, in this paper, place before 
you. One thing is very plain, that whereinsoever 
our school system fails to accomplish what it 



and to unable him to do so, every teacher wh° 
teaches in any district, during the free term or 
any other portion of the veaft should be roBired 
to keep the names of all tin- children that attend- 
ed.achool while' suefc toucher was engage^ in it, 
and the number of days each one attended, in a 
book, which should be, by said teacher, handed to 
the trustees, and brought by them, at the time of 
making their annual report, to the Commission- 
er — the above fact to be, by him, entered into 
lus ie poll to the Superintendent and Auditor. 

H. That Irusleett of schools should be required 
to report their names, officially, to the Commis- 
sioner, by the first day of June in every year; 
and, if not reported by that day, trustees should 
be appointed by him for any district that had 
failed to elect trustees or to report their names 
by the day above named. 

‘J. That trustees, in paying out the public school 
money, should be required to pay, in part or in 
whole, according to their funds on hand, debts

amendments should take place as would meet the 
demands of the case. This the interest of every 
one requires. Surely, none will pretend to deny 
this. But wherein are these deficiencies to he 
found? and what Stale Official has pointed them 
out? may he questions not answered by public 
documents, and may embarrass my present cffi.lt. 
The great difficulty in this as well as other mat- 
ters of public concern, is, that the experience bf 
unofficial, humble, private members of eommmli 
ty, can but seldom reach the ear of law-inaketF- 
Notwithstanding this, 1 shall place im views I it' 
fore you, with as much confidence in their cor- 
rectness as though I were Superintendent pf 
Public Instruction, or a member of your honora- 
ble body; and thus having done what I consider 
to be my duty, will leave you to dispose of them 
as you may deem proper. 

It is true, the interest arising front our School 
Fund is comparatively small; the ••five cents” 
ad valorem tax, to be added lo that fund, w ^ll 
help some; yet still both will be inadequate to 
meet the educational necessities of our peopl^, 
and will scarcely be sufficient to have a common 
free school taught, i.t each district, for a term of 
three months in every year; and, in no view of 
the ease will the distributable share of each dis- 
trict be enough to have a school taught f r six 
months, in any year, in said district. But even 
were the money to be paid by the State to each 
district annually, sufficient to pay for a six 
months’ free term, yet, if the county and district 
arrangement s are not improved, there will he an 
annual failure to such a degree as it Ls neither ike 
interest nor wish of the people who have agreed 
to pay higher taxes for school purposes, to lutfc 
perpetuated. 

From a long and intimate acquaintance with, 
a close observance of, and ttuc friendship for oor 
Common School System, I have come to the fol- 
lowing conclusions: 

1 . That one Commissioner of Schools for eadh 
county is sufficient for all the purposes of a Com- 
missioner.

This would cause the whole State 
to be laid off iuto districts, and give all the peo- 
ple an opportunity to share in the school money. 

3. That said book should be placed in the 
County Court Clerk’s office, as is now required 
for public inspection; and tlyita copy of the bound 
aryof every district be delivered by him to the 
trustees of said district, or that lie should have 
printed, at the county’s expense, the boundaries 
of the several districts of the county, in pam- 
phlet form, for the use of the trustees. 

4. In districting each county, the Commissioner 
shouldbc permitted, wherever he deems it neces- 
sary, in consequence of rivers and sparseness of 
population, to organize districts with less than 
twenty children of the school ages, if the citizens 
thereof hill raise, by subscription, an amount 
sufficient, when added to what they may be al- 
lowed by the State, to have a school taugltt 
therein for the term of three months. 

5. When any district shall fail to elect throe 
trustees, by the first of June in any year, the 
Commissioner should be required to appoint 
three trustees for said district; and that the trus- 
tees for any district, whether elected or appoint- 
ed, should be required to serve as sneh, by caus- 
ing a school to be taught therein for a term of 
three months. 

G. That the Commissioner should be required 
to appoint tico days in every year — the 3d Satur- 
days in November and May, about the beginning 
and middle of the school year — for the I’ubtic 
Examination of all applicants for certificates of 
qualification to teach under the School Law. — 
That he, or an Examiner appointed hy him, 
should examine applicants in the six town 
branches only, viz: Spelling, Reading, W riling, j 
Geography, Arithmetic, and F.nglish Grammar. 
That every applicant should first, if unknown 
to the Commissioner, produce to him a recom- 
mendation or certificate of his or her good moral 
character. That if this be satisfactory, said ap- 
plicant then should he examined in the branches 
above-named, and be required to understand, t. 
Spelling — so as to be able to use the proper let- 
ters in forming a word, and to pronounce correct- 
ly, using Webster as the standard of orthography 
and orthoepy; 2. Reading—#) as to be able to 
perform it in a natural tone and with fluency; 3. 



pairing the school-house in said district; for the 
purchase of necessary furniture for said house, 
or for the services of the teacher who may have 
taught or shall teach “the free term” in said dis- 
trict, within the year for or on account of which 
said district drew said money from the State; and 
these debts to linvc priority in the order above 
named. 

10. That trustees shall employ a teacher “for 
the free term” so as to cause that term toeud in 
each year before tlie first Saturday in April; and 
that they shall contract to pay no amount to any 
teacher greater than the sum of public money 
they have on hand not otherwise promised by 
them, thus leaving the trustees that may be elects 
ed on the first Saturday in April, untrammeled, 
as far ns possible, by the contracts of their pre- 
decessors.

No. 8. calls for u report to the Commissioners 
of the names of the trustees elected on the first 
Saturday in April — that report to be made by the 
first day of June. 

No. 9. Shows Mr manner iu which trustees shall 
pay out money iu Uieir hands. 

No. 10. W otild limit the employment of a teach- 
er, in any current year, to the first Aaturdav in 
April. 

No. 11. Would have Commissioners and trus- 
tees as well as the Superintendent paid for their 
services, and to pay a penalty for failing to per- 
form their duty . 

HEIIARKS. 

Gentlemen: Regarding your honorable bod\ as 
being composed of practical, business men, pos- 
sessing a desire to make the most out of the 
School Fund, and other school money entrusted 
to your legislative guardianship, and being anx- 
ious to cause the benefits of those moneys to 
reach their intended objects,! have, at the risk of 
being thought tedious, ventured to place the 
above scheme for the improvement of the minor 
features of onr school system before you. 

But assured, gentlemen, that this is not done 
through a desire to meddle with your business; 
but T give it as my conviction of what should be 
done to cause the system to work for the good of 
all. The grand outline of a common school svj 
tem is already well defined; the more prominent j' 
features of the plan have been endorsed at the 
polls; and this humble effort is only intended to 
point out, here and there, “a band off," or “a I 
screw loose.” Whether my suggestions shall 
have any influence with you or not, I have the 
satisfaction of believing that my aim is to do 
good by thus drawing your attention to the im- 
provable parts of our school system.

Honor to whom Honor is due. 

Mr. Editor: — I n reading article No. 5, of A 

C n, in your issue of 23th ult.,of the general 

scope and design of which I highly approve and 
sincerely hope his suggestions may meet with 
favor bv the Legislature, I was struck with a 
sentence, which seemed to me hardly consistent 

with truth. I would not charge A C n with 

intentional wrong; nor would I detract an iota 
from whatever credit may be due the present 
worthy Superintendent of the Kentucky Military 
Institute for his management of its interests, hut 

I respectfully submit that when A U u says, 

■“which the energy of itsprcsen/mcritoriousPrin- 
•cipal had just raised to a highly prosperous state," 
&c., (the italics are my own,) he does injustice to 
the founder and first Superintendent of the In- 
stitute; lie ignores facte known to the whole com- 
munity, how that, years ago, Col. Allen estab- 
lished the Institute; how that lie erected the ex- 
tensive bariWcks now there; how that, single- 
handed and alone, with little sympathy and no 
aid from without, he struggled on, year after year, 
hoping against hope, that he might build up a 
military school of a high order — an honor to the 
State of hi* adoption; how that at length, with 
nearly 100 cadets in attendance, he succumbed 
under the pressure of debts incurred iu his ex- 
tensive improvements; how that afterward, under 
•difficulties that would have appalled most men, 
he went to work with renewed energy, and in less 
.than two years paid oft* his whole indebtedness 
< about $25,000,) re-organized bis Institute, estab- 
lished it on a firm basis, filled its halls with stu- 
<kiuts; and finally, little more than one year ago, 
tired of the responsibilities und uuxiefien of the 
charge, after a severe illness that had well nigh 
consigned him to the grave, turned it over to the 
charge of the present Superintendent in as flour- 
ishing ^condition as it has ever had from the day 
of its organization to the present moment. All

Meeting of the American Members of 
the Kentucky Legislature. 

Tin- Course of the American Representa- 
tives in Congress Endorsed. 

With more pleasure tlian vve can ex- 
press, we lay before our readers the sub- 
joined resolutions, unanimously adopted 
by the American members of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature, in full meeting. They 
are words of wisdom and patriotism, well 
and timely spoken. They will cheer the 
hearts and strengthen the hands of the 
patriotic band of National Americans in 
Congress, who stand upon the only true 
national and conservative ground which 
lias been there assumed by any party, 
winning the admiration of all true patriots 
by the calm courage with which they meet 
the onsets of sectionalism alone on one 
band, and sectionalism combined with for- 
eignism upon tin; other. 

At a meeting of the American members 
of the Legislature of Kentucky, held in 
the Hall of the House of Representatives, 
at Frankfort, on the 4tli day of January, 
1850, the following resolutions were unan- 
imously adopted : 

Resolved , That the protracted delay in 
organizing the House of Representatives 
in Congress is attributable to an effort of 
the so-called Republican and Democratic 
parties to make political capital out of the 
slavery agitation. 

Resolved , That the American party 
stands on the true conservative ground, 
distinctly marked out by the Philadelphia 
platform, and on that the battle against 
Sectionalism ought to be fought, and can 
be won. 

Resolved, That the people of Kentucky 
heartily approve the course of their Rep- 
resentatives in Congress, (belonging to 
the American party, I and of the patriotic 
men acting with them in the contest for 
Speaker. And we earnestly counsel them 
to persevere, without yielding or modify- 
ing their position; and to leave the re- 
sponsibility of delay or disaster from not 
co-operating, to rest on those who cause- 
lessly refuse to co-operate in bringing this 
contest to a satisfactory conclusion.

The Contrast. — Let any one lake up the list 
of Committees appointed in the Senate of the 
United States, of whirli body the anti-Americnn 
or Democratic party lias control, and lie will sec 
with what wantonness and extravagance of pro- 
scription die American and Whig Senators are 
excluded from every place of honor, and made 
to follow at the tail of committees led by men of 
less than a tithe of their ability and statesman- 
ship. For example — Mr. Crittenden is put quite 
at the tail of the committee on Finance, behind 
such men as Toucey, Stuart and Brodliead. Bell, 
of Tennessee, who has been Secretary of War, 
who probably knows more about our Indian tribes 
and Indian treaties than any mail in Congress, 
and whose ability is equal to that of any man’s 
in the body, is placed at tlie last extremity of 
the committee on Indian Affairs, of which Se- 
bastian is made chairman. Clayton, who was in 
the Senate twenty-five years ago, and almost 
ever since, and who lias tilled with high ability 
the olfiec of Secretary of State, is hustled down 
nearly to the foot of the committees on Foreign 
Relations and Public Lands, while Mason figures 
aschainnan of one, and Stuart of the other. In 
this fashion it tuns throughout. The ablest and 
most experienced men of tin' Senate — Critteu- 
don, Clayton, Bell, Pearce, Jones of Tennessee, 
Geyer, and Fish, are all thrown into the back 
ground, in order to give prominence to inferior 
men who happen to belong to the ruling party 
there. Not one of these able inen is honored 
with the chairmanship of a single committee, 
save Mr. Pearce alone, who is placed at the head 
of the unimportant committee on the Library. 

Now turn to the committees appointed by the 
American Speakers of the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Kentucky Legislature. 
In the Senate no less than six chairmanships arc 
given to the opponents of the American major- 
ity. Mr. Barlow heads the important committee 
on Finance; Mr. Hogan heads the committee on 
Religion; Mr. DeCourcy, the committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs; Mr. Palmer, the committee on the 
Sinking Fund; Mr. Hardin, the committee on 
Public Buildings; and Mr. Weis, the committee 
on tlie Library. In the House, five of the most 
important committees have Democratic chairmen, 
viz: Mr. McElroy, of the committee on Proposi- 
tions ami Grievances; Mr. Gaither, that of Priv- 
ileges and Elections; Mr. Garrard, that on Mili- 
tary Affairs; Mr. Nuttall, that of Internal Im- 
provements: Mr. James, that of the Court of 
Appeals. 

Compare the course ot the American majority 
in the Kentucky Legislature with the course of 
the anti-American majority of the U. S. Senate, 
in the matter of making up committees, and sav 
which shows illiberality and proscription.

Many in Kentucky hail from the laud of wood- 
en nutmegs and Weathersfield onions, by descent 
if not by birtli . We ourselves draw our blood, 
through the land of Penn, from that old Bay 
State — a land as distinguished in revolutionary 
times for patriotism, as for fanaticism now; and 
we hold that no man need blush to trace his line- 
age to Plymouth Rock, but may well be proud of 
every drop of Puritan blood that reddens Lis 
veins. But such tragedies as that recently enact- 
ed under the v ery eaves of old Yale, make us 
deplore the rush of brain which drives that 
Northern corner to such mad extremes. 

Sometimes the fanaticism of that region takes 
the form of a wild crusade against the South and 
her patriarchal institutions; as if it were not 
enough that we must hear our own burdens, and 
work out, to the best of our ability, the great po- 
litical problem wbieli the Almighty God has oast 
upon us for practical solution. And while — he it 
remembered — every dime of the expense, every 
groan of the toil, every cross of the self-denial, 
is ours, and must forever be ours alone — how 
complacently can tiiesc New England and New 
York intermeddlers whine over the apathy of tlie 
South towards the question of which she is the 
ever conscious resolvent. 

But the most horrible form in which this ma- 
lignant activity of brain finds an issue, is in tlie 
old and native-born ism of superstition. You 
who have trembled over the weird portrayals of 
Hawthorne, in his “Scarlet Letter,” and “The 
House of Seven Gables,” w ill bo in sonic slight 
degree prepared for a real scene, occurring in New 
Haven, the famous scat of light, science and reli- 
gion of the great Yankee kingdom. It is the 
latest and most legitimate product of that morbid 
and excited brain which foams and frets in that 
Northern laud. 

We do not delay for remark. The terrible 
facts are enough to strike horror to every heart; 
and make us bless our Heavenly Father that iu a 
land of enlightened moderation, and Bible-loving 
people, we are shielded from the Godless super- 
stition here written in letters of blood. 

It is known to what an extent the spirit-rap- 
ping delusion lias prevailed at the North, oven in 
some intelligent circles, involving such men as 
Edmonds, Tallmadge and Hare, in its folds of 
gross and blasphemous folly. Tlie fanaticism of 
the more cultivate!! victims lias been confined 
to absurdities of the pen and tongue; but among 
the grosser sort the disease seems to have produ- 
ced its legitimate results in action. The /male 
took place in New Haven a few days ago, and 
the details have just reached us. 

Justus Matthews, a poor deluded man, was 
horribly murdered by a fanatic named .Samuel 
Sly, in the house of a widow Wakcman, islv’s 
sister, who, with four other persons, was acces- 
sory to the butchery. 

This widow Wakcman holds herself a proph- 
etess. Here is her evidence before the coroner’s 
jury: 

1 shall be 70 years old next November; have 
lived in New Haven seventeen years; have had 
seventeen children, nine of whom are living; 
have been u widow twenty years; I formerly 
lived in Greenfield, then moved to New Haven; 
my brother also resided here; lie is about 50 years 
of age; I lmvc been a “messenger” from God 
about thirty years, experienced religion at that 
time and walked witli Jem* Christ ever since: 
first experienced religion because my husband 
abused me, and I expected to die, and he finally 
killed me; after my husband killed me 1 was 
dead seveu honrs, and then raised; two’ augcls 
stood beside me when I went to Heaven, and 
touched me with their bright swords and 1 rose 
again; saw there nil that were dead, and there 
they were under the cloud of death; when I was 
there this cloud parted, and my spirit went one 
way and theirs the other; they ail then held up 
their little right hands and 1 rejoiced; the two an- 
gels turned to me. and then I w ent up to Heaven; 
there was a red light and many white clouds there ; 
Christ came to me when I was in Heaven, witli 
the nails in his hands, and spoke peace to my soul; 
because lie spoke peace to my soul I raised up, 
and another spirit came to me and spoke, saying: 
“Make your peace with God;” I then kept on 
praying; he soon took me to Paradise, and told 
me all about Adam and Eve and all the other 
spirits; this light come on me so that I had to 
look up, and the spirits said I w as numbered as 
one of them; was taken from this place of light, 
and saw Christ and all the holy angels; Christ 
had on the thorns and looked as lie was when 
crucified; then saw God sitting upon his throne 
in all his glory; about the throne were all tlie an- 
gels in their white robes, and they were all hap- 
py spirits there; this spirit then came and took 
me hack to earth, and when 1 got back to earth 
again 1 saw my dead body lying on the floor; [ 
felt bad because I had come back to this wicked 
world to live again; I soon saw my wicked hus- 
band, who said: “By God, she’s raised!” soon 
after I saw two angels, who came to me and spoke 
to me kindly, and then Christ appeared to me and 
I fell down before Him; and, Oh! how happy 1 
felt! and how happy I then was! I went to God 
with my ease last night, and had a revelation from 
Him; that man was in league with tlie devil; he 
(meaning Matthews) got his evil spirit from 
Amos Hunt; Hunt attempted to poison mo. — 
(She went on and gave a long, rambling account 
of Amos Hunt’s poisoning her.) The first tiling 
1 knew of the murder was when they came up 
stairs searching for a hatchet; I knew that my 
brother had a stick of witch-hazel in tlie house; 
lie sells the bark and lives by so doing; I was 
sick that night and expected to die, and asked 
them to take Matthews out of the house; he had 
such a bad spirit that lie was taking away my di- 
vine-opirit and killing me by it; Amos Hunt Was 
the man of sin, and lie put his spirit on Matthews : 
if I should die, the judgment would come; this man 
of sin cursed God w hen lie died, and there was a 
black spot on the throne of God; in my revela- 
tions from God last night He said if I was con- 
demned in this case the world would be immedi- 
ately destroyed; iu this revelation I was told by 
God that my brother did kill Matthews, and that 
he did it to save the world! 

By this it is seen that widow Wakeman be- 
lieved herself the “messenger” prophet, on 
whose life or deatli was poised the Day of Judg- 
rnent and the Millenium. Hunt was the abode 
of the “evil spirit” which sought to destroy her. 
The “evil spirit" afterwards possessed Matthews 
The miserable man seems to have thought so 
himself. He went to Sly’s house, where widow 
Wakeman lived, to have her dispossess him. 
He there allowed himself to be bound and blind 
folded, remaining in a room below while the rest 
were above singing and praying. 

The fanatical delusion had gone so far that 
Sly, witli tlieassontof widow Wakeman, caisid- 
ered that nothing less than death would rid Mai 
thews of the “evil spirit.,” and the widow from 
its persecutions. While, then, the fanatics above 
were in their religious exercises. Sly, armed with 
a witch-hazle bludgeon, entered the room of Ins 
wretched victim, and thus finished his work.
